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1. The concentration camp at Batalbek, Lebanon, will be closed shortly. 
The Lebanese internses have been taken to the Beirut prison, where 
they will renain wumtil thgy, are brought. to trial. Charges against 
them are being prepared by the Lebanose Suret4. The latter has con- 
clusive evidence that liustafa ‘Aris, a Lebanese Comnmist leader and head 
of the Federation of Labor Unions, was responsible for the d emonstrations 
in front of the UNESCO Conference buildings. there 
has been strong pressure on Farid Shihab, Director of anese 
Surete, for tAris' release, and it is possible that pressure for the 
release of all the Commnists may be strong enough to prevent their 
trial. ; ; 


2. lMarle Bashabazian, one of the two nost prominent women Communists in 
Lebanon, was taken to prison in Beirut from Delavaneh, Lebanon. 
Source clains that Gabriel Iurr, Lebanese Ilinister of Interior, asked 
Farid Shihab to releuse lirs. Bashabagians Shihab is reported to have 
told imrr that if he wished to release her, he would have to do it 
' himself, as he, Shihab, would not be responsible, 


3. Concerning the foreign internees, I 0205: (mm), 
suspected Soviet agent, has been returned to the Soviet Unions 
Harry Anzac, alias Platkin, still renaing at Ratalbek, but will be 
released soon. Anzac, now over seventy years of age, is not con- 
sidered to be a menace, now that his restaurant, fornerly used as a 
Soviet letter box, has veen closede Several other foreigners, nostly 
refugee Slavs from Palestine are still in Batalbek, but will be re 
leased soon. The Lebanese Sureté considers none to be of any intelli- 
gence interest, with the exception of a Pole, Bronislaw Stefanouski, 
who nay have worked for the British and other services in Palestine, 
but probably not for any of the pro-Soviet services » source states,
